Bad Air In Theaters. 


It Is alleged on scientific authority and 


seema quite worthy of belief that the air 
of theaters is the worst that is breathed 
except in mines, for there are no other 
buildings into which people are so closely 
crowded for hours at a time. Prisons bar- 
racks, sciools, factories, hospitals, offices- 
places that are occupied constantly or 
which, being used in daytime, require 
lighting by many windows that do some 
service as ventilators—are bad enough, yet 
in many mills, with their thousands of op- 
eratives and with chemical fumes and 
floating dust in the air, the lungs take in 
less impurity than is received at the thea- 
ter and the concert hall. 


That the mill, with its air containing 15 


per cent, of impurity, works more harm 
than the theater with 30 per cent, of poison 
In its atmosphere, both illustrations being 
extreme, is due to the fact that the opera- 
tives breathe the 15 per cent, adulteration 
pay sixty hours a week, while the theater 
goer, who perhapsvattends a performance 
two nights in the seven, takes but six op 
seven hours of his mixture. Still, a lack of 
immediate bad results at the play does not 
excuse managers and owners from their 
neglect to furnish air for their patrons.—C 
S Montgomery in Engineering Magazine] 


Water Pipes Growing Popular. 


Water pipes made after the style of the 


famous Turkish chibouk are growing in 
favor lately. These pipes are a positive 
luxury to the man who lounges on his bed 
or sofa while he wishes to enjoy his smoke, 
The great advantage of the use of these 
contrivances lies in the fact that after tho 
smoke leaves the pipe it is projected 
through th« water in the glass bowl, and 
then proceeds through the tune to the 
mouth of the smoker. 


The passage of the smoke through the 


water thoroughly removes all nicotine 
and cools it so well that when the smoker 
draws it into his lungs it is deliciously 
cool and free from all injurious effects 
Cigars may be smoked in these pipes also 
A glance at one which has been in use a 
short time will show a surprisingly large 
deposit of nicotine on the glass of the water 
bowl. This fact alone speaks for its util- 
ity.—New York Advertiser.

I teach what is sometimes called the 


Bundstrom stroke and it obviates the last 
unpleasantness. I saw it used by the In- 
dians on the Columbia river in 1809. The 
difference between this and the other is 
that the swimmer brings back his right 
arm with a downward motion, while the 
left arm is raised in the air. That down- 
Ward motion keeps up the body, so that at 
least the left eye remains out of water 
Not quite such good time can be made 
with this as with the English stroke. 


i Another thing to be done is to teach the 
boys to see under water. Nine out of ten 
ordinary swimmers close their eyes under 
water, as they should not. I make a boy 
get under water and count his fingers 
holding them at first against his face and 
then at arm's length. I have boys who 
can pick up half a dozen nickels at the 
bottom of twenty feet of water. They can 
also get down to the bottom, starting from 
the surface of the water, which is a deal 
harder than starting with a dive. 


.Finally, let me say that swimming is a 


very fine athletic sport. There is none that 
brings so nmny muscles into use at once, 
and there is therefore no more thoroiu'h 
exercise. It is true that a man requires 
plenty of meat aud warm blood to swim a 
great _deal. A lean man has his advan- 
tages in making time, but if he swims to 
the extent of his muscular capacity he is 
liable to get chilled.-Gas Sundstrom in 
New York World.

THE ENGLISH HOME OF THE DUCH- 


ESS OF MARLBOROUGH, 


A Great Feast. 


There has never been prepared at any 


feast a bigger bowl of punch than that 
which was brewed by the Eight Hon. Ed- 
ward Russell when he was captain general 
and commander In chief of the forces in 
the Mediterr mean seas. It was made in a 
fountain in a garden, in the middle of four 
walks, all covered overhead with lemon 
and orange trees. In every walk there was 
a table the whcle length of it, and on every 
tablawas a cold collation. In the huge 
fountains were the following ingredients: 
Four hogsheiiddof brandy, eight hogsheads 
of water, 25,(flO lemons, twenty gallons of 
lime juice, 1,300 pounds of flue Lisbon 
sugar, five pounds of grated nutmegs, 300 
toasted biscuits and a pipe of dry mountain 
Malaga. 


Over the fountain was placed a great 


canopy, whila in the midst of this lake of 
liquor there sailed a little sailor boy who 
filled the cui s and replenished the glasses 
of all those who had a desire to drink.

What American Wealth HIM Done for 


One of England's Historic Mansion*. 
How an American Woman Has Beauti- 
fied and Improved an Old Estate, 


1 The present Duchess of Maryborough, 
femrried to a descendant of the Churcbills, 
is herself the daughter o( a "leader by 
•ea," her father having been a commodore 
of the United States navy. AB Miss Ullan 
Price, when only a young girl ner btauty 
attracted admiration, not only In her nar 
tive town of Ttoy, N. Y., but In tho wider 
circles of Washington diplomatic life. The 
duchess, after the death of her first bus- 
hand, Mr. J-.ouit Hammeraley, of New 
York, came over to England, on her second 
marriage, and since then her energy has 
iotie not a little to restore Blenheim, that 
magnificent memorial to the founder of 
the family's fortunes, to something of Its 
former beauty and grandeur. 


No. 8 Carlton House Terrace was for 


many years before it came into the posses- 
sion of the Duchess of Marlborough tha 
residence of the late Lady Brownlow— 
whose hospitality there is still very pleas- 
antly remembered—and it is one of the 
largest of those large mansions that form 
the terrace. The hall and vestibule are 
softly carpeted—not a footstep breaks the 
bilence—and warmly colored, and against 
the dull crimson of the wall interesting 
trophies of arms and weapons are artistic- 
ally arranged. 
The wide staircase is 


broken half way by a broad landing, and 
lii Lady Brownlow's time the second short 
Bight gave Immediate access to the morn- 
ing room, but the duchess has altered this 
Bomewhat Inconvenient arrangement by 
making the old boudoir into a large, square 
antechamber, divided from the staircase 
by six handsome columns of verde antique 
marble. 
% 


Opening from this, down two or three 


Btepi, is a new room built by the duchess 
•specially for her own sanctum, and easily 
nhut off when desired by portieres and 
glass doors. Its proportions are lofty and 
pleasing, the walls are hung in brocade of 
eoft, brilliant, yet pale green shade, and it 
s filled with a thousand interesting and 
iistoric souvenirs. Its one broad window 
Cives access to a miniature conservatory, 
with palms and tropical ferns made gay 
With choice flowers. Orchids are her 
grace's favorite exotic, and those who are 
familiar with the "Blenheim" selections 
can at once realize the gorgeous effect that 
:an be attained. 
In this little salon the duchess is never 


disturbed, and bright though it is, it is not 
too large to be comfortable and cozy. The 
decorations are Louis XVI in style, the 
marble chimneypiece being a particularly 
fine example of French workmanship of 
that period, and showing evidences of Eng- 
lish influence in design and execution.<rl'be 
central jamb was taken from one of the 
original mantelpieces of Blenheim palace. 
The wide hearth 13 tiled in marble, and ou 
it burns an old, well seasoned oak fire. 
Above the narrow mantelshelf is a beauti- 
ful portrait, by Joshua Reynolds, of one of 
the Churchill ancestresses, and on the 
walls hang a few rare and valuable pic- 
tures of Reynolds and others, and three 
valued on account of belonging to the Em- 
press Eugenie, with whom they were spe- 
cial favorites in happier days. 


The drawing rooms form a stately suite 


of rooms opening one from the other. The 
proportions are very striking and the lofti- 
ness of the ceilings, finished in a half cone, 
are very elaborate in design, being a re- 
phca of one of the ceilings of Versailles of 
Louis XVI period. The work was exe- 
cuted by skilled French workmen brought 
from Pans specially for the purpose. In 
the front drawing room the walls are hung 
with rich satin damask of the shade known 
as "boukm d'or" and on this background 
are excellent old Flemish tapestries sup- 
plemented here and there by some artistic 
gem in bronze or some veritable old master 
sent from the gallery at Blenheim. A 
very superior work of art, standing in a 
corner on a slender marble pedestal, is a 
flue bust in green bronze of Louis XIV 
and a large mirror of old French work 
inanship hangs over the mantelshelf—in 
itself an exceptional specimen of. 
the 


Eighteenth century stone carving—with 
massive candelabra on either side. 


That the duchess has inherited her na- 


tion's love for flowers is amply testified, 
for they hold undisputed sway on all sides, 
adorning the tables, growing in pots or 
thrown carelessly into antique vases and 
great crystal bowls. 


The second drawing room, with its three 


windows opening out on St. James' park, 
is a room full of curiosities over which oue 
might linger for hours. The walls and 
draperies are of a bright flame colored 
damask, the color and design being Blen- 
heim heirlooms, and its resuscitation is 
due to the duke having accidentally dis- 
covered an old chair, a torn fragment of 
the original, which so pleased him that he 
hod the pattern fabric copied and repro- 
duced. The pictures of this inner drawing 
room are for tho most part original Ru- 
benses brought from the Blenheim collec- 
tion. 


Whatever may be the attractions of 


Carlton 
house terrace to the duchess, 


Blenheim, nevertheless, is the home of her 
choice, and on the rehabilitation of that 
historic spot, she has lavished her wealth 
unsparingly. This palace, besides being, 
from its size and magnificence and its his- 
torical associations, one of the most re- 
markable country homes of England, is 
most charmingly situated, and there is 
hardly another place which conveys such 
a perfect feeling of English country scen- 
ery as the gentle, undulating hills, the 
beautiful woods, and the winding lake, 
which form the setting of the gem—the 
mansion itself. 


The palace dates back only to the begin- 


ning of last century, when, by special act 
of parliament, the Royal manor, of Wood- 
stock, was settled on the first duke and his 
heirs forever, with a pension of £5,000 in 
perpetuity as a national recognition and 
reward for his services as captain general 
of the queen's forces. 


The duke and duchess spend the greater 


part of the year here, coming to town only 
a few months in the season, and here, on 
every hand—in the splendid orchid houses, 
extensive conservatories, the roseries and 
flower gardens, as well as in the interior 
arrangements of the great establishment— 
the hand of the young duchess is plainly 
to be seen.—London Cor. San Franeibco
